Park will become part of 
the regional Mad River 
Parkway vision. The Park- 
way is approximately 4.3 
river miles from the ex- 
isting river access at the 
County of Humboldt’s 
Mad River Beach to the 
west and 1.5 river miles 
from the Humboldt Bay 
Municipal Water District 
Park to the east. Non-mo- 
torized boats such as ca- 
noes, kayaks, rafts, and 
drift boats are often put 
in upstream at Hatch- 
ery Road near Blue Lake. 
Carlson Park will provide 
an opportunity for put in, 
take out and shuttle access 
along the lower Mad River. 

The development of 
Carlson Park will provide 
numerous benefits to the 
residents of Arcata and 
surrounding communi- 
ties, tourists, and the nat- 
ural environment. The 
Park’s close proximity to 
the underserved Valley 
West neighborhood will 
provide nearby families 
and individuals with ac- 
cessible and _ affordable 
recreation opportunities 
within walking and biking 
distance from their homes. 
The City continues to pur- 
sue additional funding op- 
portunities for further rec- 
reational enhancements at 
Carlson Park to meet com- 
munity needs and interest.

HLA against Measure J 

The Humboldt Lodging Alliance (HLA) 
asks voters to look carefully at Measure J on 
the June 7th ballot and vote no. 

The measure would increase the Tran- 
sient Occupancy Tax (TOT) from 10 percent 
to 12 percent on lodging properties, camp- 
grounds, and RV parks in the unincorporated 
County, making the tax rate higher than the 
six incorporated cities within the county and 
surrounding counties. This tax would make 
lodging properties located in the unincorpo- 
rated areas of Humboldt at a disadvantage to 
those properties located in the incorporated 
cities and towns. This is a classic example of 
taxation without representation. 

Like other businesses and industries in 
the County, Humboldt hoteliers think now is 
not the time to raise taxes. There’s too much 
uncertainty in the economy, especially with 
rising gas prices and inflation as Humboldt 
recovers from the pandemic. 

The wording of Measure J suggests it will 
support a variety of worthy causes, such as 
rural emergency services, children’s mental 
health, repairing county roads, emergency 
communications systems, and the arts. How- 
ever, the language is misleading. 

While County staff and elected officials 
have said that the money would go to specif- 
ic purposes, it would go into the unrestricted 
general fund, which means the County could 
use it for any purpose. There is simply no law 
or ordinance to ensure the best use of the 
TOT funds. 

Measure J also misrepresents the project- 
ed revenue, stating that it would generate 
about $3 million annually. That estimate in- 
cludes the 10 percent TOT already collected. 
The amount raised by Measure J would like- 
ly only be between $600,000 and $800,000 
annually. 

The most publicized benefit mentioned by 
Measure J allies is funding for the arts. Even 
with a discussed workgroup formed by the 
Board of Supervisors to recommend the best 
use of funds from Measure J, there is no guar- 
antee that the County will fund the arts past 
the first year of this TOT increase. 

HLA fully supports the Arts and Culture 
communities and understands they help 
bring visitors to Humboldt County. This 
measure, again, does not guarantee them any 
funding, nor how much funding they will re- 
ceive, especially since the estimated increase 
of $600,000 to $800,000 will be spread be- 
tween five to seven other beneficiaries. 

The county staffs track record of managing 
earmarked funds isn’t outstanding. Consider 
Project Trellis, in which millions of taxpayer 
funds were meant to help market Humboldt’s 
cannabis industry. Years later, itremains mired 
in problems, and there’s a lack of progress. 

The HLA urges voters to reject this new 
tax, given that the County of Humboldt is 
struggling with tough questions regarding 
fiscal management. It’s not advisable to give 
the government more money at this time. 

The HLA has begun a three-year compre- 
hensive brand development and marketing 
program that will promote Humboldt Coun- 
ty drawing attention to all the fantastic fea- 
tures here, including arts and culture. 

The HLA, the official owner’s association 
for the Humboldt County lodging industry, 
has made significant investments through its 
community grants program in cultural proj- 
ects throughout Humboldt County, including 
art events, music festivals, and seasonal ac- 
tivities. And it’s the primary financial sponsor 
of the new Redwood Sky Walk. 

A non-profit group based in Eureka, Cali- 
fornia, the association is dedicated to promot- 
ing responsible tourism among the many nat- 
ural and cultural assets of Humboldt County.

McLaughlin’s 
disqualification issues 


In addition to the reasons stated by Mr. 
Steward in his recent press release regarding 
my endorsement of him for superior court 
judge, I also have concerns about Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin serving on the same bench with his 
significant other, with whom he has a close 
familial relationship. 

For a little background, in responding to 
a question about disqualifications, Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin gave the impression that the supe- 
rior court judges in Humboldt did not have 
a concern about disqualifications or his rela- 
tionship with another superior court judge, 
should he be elected. 

That’s not accurate. In fact, Mr. McLaughlin 
never asked me about my concerns. After read- 
ing his statement, I requested Mr. McLaughlin 
to clarify or retract it. After initially promising 
to do so, he later refused. Hence, this letter. 

I am concerned about increasing disqual- 
ifications should Mr. McLaughlin be elected. 
It is no secret that Mr. McLaughlin is in a 
long-term committed or familial relationship 
with Judge Neel of the California Superior 
Court for Humboldt County. If elected, any 
of Mr. McLaughlin’s disqualifications would 
likely also disqualify Judge Neel. 

So, for example, if Mr. McLaughlin is close 
personal friends with a particular attorney, 
not only would he be disqualified from han- 
dling cases in which that particular attorney 
is involved, but so would Judge Neel because 
of Mr. McLaughlin’s relationship with her. 

Currently, we would lose only one judge in 
that situation — Judge Neel. If Mr. McLaugh- 
lin is elected to the bench, we would lose two 
judges available for appointment to those 
cases — Judge Neel and Mr. McLaughlin — or 
one-fourth of the bench (currently we have 
seven judges and one court commissioner 
serving on the bench). 

Another concern is the ethics of serving on 
the same bench with a spouse or with some- 
one in a close familial relationship. 

Under federal law, spouses (or those with 
close familial relationships) are prohibited 
from serving together as judges on the same 
bench. 28 U.S.C.A. section 458. In enacting 
the latest revision to that law, in the 1990s, 
the proponents of the bill stated: 

“When going to trial over serious, life 
changing issues, a litigant must be assured of 
the right to be treated fairly. When a judge sits 
in the position to over-turn the decision of an- 
other judge who is a close relative sitting on 
a panel of judges, the litigant clearly is going 
to question the impartiality and fairness of the 
final court decision. Preventing close family 
members from serving on the same court is a 
small price to pay to avoid the appearance of 


a loss of credibility of our court system.” 144 
Cong. Rec. H9985-01, 144 Cong. Rec. H9985- 
01, H9986-H9987, 1998 WL 694712 

As far as I know, California does not have a 
similar express statutory restriction on spous- 
es (or those in a close familial relationship) 
from serving on the same bench. Nepotism 
restrictions seem to be handled on an agency- 
by-agency basis instead of a state-wide rule. 
However, the rationale behind the federal pro- 
hibition on spouses serving as judges on the 
same bench seems to apply with equal force to 
California judges --to avoid the loss of credibil- 
ity and impartiality among our judges. 

Of particular concern is that Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin does not see the need to check with 
a judicial ethics expert about the possibili- 
ties of being conflicted out of serving on the 
bench. My understanding is that he asked a 
couple of judges about their opinion (all of 
whom certainly have a working knowledge of 
judicial ethics), but he has not sought advice 
from experts in the field of judicial ethics. 

Though I too have a working knowledge 
of judicial ethics, I am not an expert in the 
field, nor have I researched all the rules and 
exceptions that might apply to Mr. McLaugh- 
lin’s situation. I find it troublesome that Mr. 
McLaughlin has not done so.

Kim Bartleson, Humboldt Coun- 
ty Superior Court Executive Officer 
swiftly reacted to a public letter sent 
to blogger John Chiv yesterday 

(johnchiv.blogspot. 
com/2022/05/humboldt-superi- 
or-court-ceo-disagrees.html) 

The letter was issued by sit- 
ting Judge Thomas Canning. The 
Humboldt County Court wasted 
no time determining that Canning 
was seriously in error in his claim 
that Ben McLaughlin violated court 
ethics with his candidacy for Judge 
when his significant other was 
also a Judge. In consultation with 
the appropriate State authorities, 
Bartleson researched the claims 
and assumptions in Canning’s let- 
ter and found them to be factually 
incorrect. 

“The Court has researched the 
issues and finds nothing under Cal- 
ifornia law, nor the California Code 


of Judicial Ethics, that causes any 
ethical concerns for significant oth- 
ers serving on the bench at the same 
time. In addition, during the course 
of researching this issue, the Court 
learned there are other Courts with- 
in the state wherein a spouse of ju- 
dicial officers in a close familial re- 
lationship have been serving on the 
same bench. Further, after discus- 
sion with both the Judicial Council 
and the California Judges Associa- 
tion Ethics Committee, they agree 
with the Court’s conclusions... 

There is nothing in the law that 
would ethically prohibit Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin from being a judge.” 

Ben McLaughlin responded, 
“I thank the Court and Presiding 
Judge for affirming what I told 
Judge Canning via email — that 
my candidacy is neither ethically 
fraught nor unique within the state. 
In my opinion, which the Court now 
publically supports, my relation- 
ship with Judge Neel is a non-issue. 
Voters should only be concerned 
with electing the most qualified 
candidate.”

The 
majority of your attendees are not 
coming to spend $100 in oysters 
for three days, theyre community 
members coming to a communi- 
ty event to have fun, listen to mu- 
sic, see friends, and support local 
businesses. I also know many peo- 
ple, including myself, that don’t 
agree with the event moving to the 
Creamery District, directly taking 
business from the Plaza shops.

Arcata Main Street responds 

Thanks so much for reaching out 
to us! We totally understand that 
for some it is a double disappoint- 
ment to have the event both off Pla- 
za and have a ticket price. We really 
appreciate you taking the time to 
write to us, and I’m so happy to at 
least let you know what has gone 
into the decisionmaking process. 

Background 

You are SO right about COVID 
obliterating so much and being 
a massive impact on everything, 
including the small non-profit or- 
ganization that puts on the Oyster 
Festival. 

That event has been the one and 
only fundraiser to keep all aspects 
of Arcata Main Street going for 10- 


plus years, with proceeds paying 
the one full-time staff member and 
allowing the organization to offer 
Halloween, Holiday, Arts! Arcata, 
and other events with community 
partners all year long. 

In 2020 there was no festival, 
and the virtual event cost mon- 
ey rather than bringing in money. 
Several longtime board 
members left due to their 
own personal and busi- 
ness COVID challenges. 

In 2021 it was SO im- 
possible to plan events 
(especially big ones), and 
the frustrations of trying 
to make an event happen 
led to more board mem- 
bers departing, leaving 
AMS with an_all-new- 
since-2021 board of di- 
rectors. 

The 2021 event didn’t make 
much profit, as it was mostly a very 
last-minute parking lot party host- 
ed by a local business. 

Our organization has been limp- 
ing along as we rebuild foundations, 
develop community relationships 
and add income streams, including 
smaller events with sponsors, grow 
memberships, and more so that all 
the eggs are not only in the oyster 
festival basket. 

But currently we remain in a 
pretty precarious position. Our part 
time staff and volunteer board have 
been working full time hours trying 
to be super creative and resilient, 
offering as much to the community 
as possible within the restraints of 
Public Health and small budgets. 

The City of Arcata has been 
amazing in creating Arcata’s Out- 
door Events Grant facilitated by 
Playhouse Arts to help event cre- 
ators mitigate the challenges of 
event production amidst the pan- 
demic and the equipment, permit- 
ting help, and logistic guidance has 
been invaluable to many. 

Basically, we’re doing what we 
can to step up to the very tall order 
many in the community want.

takes a solid, large, experienced 
team, which due to COVID, has 
needed to be 100 percent re-built. 
Also due to COVID, restaurants 
have been so short-staffed that the 
idea of staffing and running an oys- 
ter booth is not something 90 per- 
cent of the booths from past years 
want to do. 

Prices are up in all ar- 
eas for us too, and due to 
having to plan at least six 
months ahead, it’s been 
very important to have 
the event somewhere 
we can handle the logis- 
tics with a much smaller 
team, with a controlled 
capacity (our limit is 
5,000 this year instead of 
the 15,000-plus that have 
filled the Plaza in years 
such as 2019). 

While many people are sad it’s 
not on the Plaza, and businesses 
such as bars and nightclubs have 
often had great business during 
the festival, many other small 
businesses are delighted it’s not 
on the Plaza, as they feel it does 
not help their businesses, and that 
it had just grown too big and wild 


for the Plaza. We all know it’s not 
OK to put a fence around the Pla- 
za! :-) 

We feel the Creamery Field a 
few blocks away is still super con- 
venient, manageable for our team, 
the Farmers’ Market won’t have to 
move off the Plaza, and it’s resilient 
to whatever may or may not happen 
next with COVID. On that front, 
when we had to make our plans, 
“mega events” of over 5,000 had to 
require vaccine or negative COVID 
tests, which would have been nearly 
impossible on the Plaza, where peo- 
ple stream in from all directions. 

Tickets 

Our Saturday main event Fes- 
tival ticket price is $15 and comes 
with a custom steel cup we’re proud 
of ($10 value) and a wristband ($2 
value). We have great local live mu- 
sic, and are making it a full and fun 
day for a price little more than a 
movie ticket. Kids are free, and we 
are working on a fun kids zone. 

We are super committed to a 
Zero Waste concept, have shuttles 
from Arcata High and are offering 
a bike valet for safe bike parking. 
Free admission (and perks!) for 
volunteers.

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ally need to know what we have and 
what we need.” 

According to a written staff re- 
port, people who may be catego- 
rized under code 5150, which al- 
lows 72-hour involuntary holds of 
people in psychiatric crisis, are rou- 
tinely taken to emergency rooms for 
screening. 

Luskin-Hawk said _ hospital 
emergency facilities aren’t good 
settings for acute psychiatric care 
patients. 

“Many of those patients actually 
were being held in hallways because 
we had to see all our regular pa- 
tients too,” she told supervisors. “A 
consequence of that is patients are 
being held in a location that’s not 
therapeutic for them — it’s noisy, it’s 
scary, it escalates them.” 

St. Joseph’s staff is “over- 
whelmed” due to not having spe- 
cialized training. 

“And we got to the point where

having all those patients in this 
pressure cooker also resulted in an 
extraordinary number of workplace 
violence incidents against caregiv- 
ers,” said Luskin-Hawk. 

There was an “escalation” of 
mental health cases in late March 
and early April, and hospitals were 
overloaded. 

“Where various organizations 
could look at this and say, ‘We can’t 
do anything more right now, we 
don’t have the staff or ‘we don’t 
have the process, the hospitals 
were the only ones who couldn’t say 
no,” Luskin-Hawk said. 

She added that due to the situa- 
tion, “Very experienced nurses are 
leaving in significant numbers” and 
“the fact that they can’t feel safe in 
their own workplace is unaccept- 
able.” 

She said the “surge in workplace 
violence came down somewhat but 
is still happening.” 

And it’s been happening for

years. County Deputy Director of 
Mental Health Paul Bugnacki said 
that “following a number of signif- 
icant staff injuries from patient as- 
saults” in January of 2018, hospital 
leaders took a “trauma-informed 
approach to patient care,” which 
considers a broad range of impacts. 

He said Sempervirens, the coun- 
ty’s psychiatric hospital, has 16 beds 
and the county needs 68 beds. 

The impact on hospital emer- 
gency services is compounded by 


COVID-19 surges and Supervisor 
Steve Madrone said he witnessed it 
himself last fall, when he had “the 
unfortunate pleasure of actually 
spending a couple of days in the 
ER.” 

“I thought it was COVID that 
was overwhelming them but the 
staff informed me it was really the 
psychiatric issues that were the pri- 
mary overload and COVID added to 
that,” he continued. 

Madrone added that “it really is 
our responsibility, as a county, to be 
handling this.” 

The state now has a $08 billion 


budget surplus and Madrone sug- 
gested outreach to Senator Mike 
McGuire and Assemblymember 
Jim Wood on funding for acute psy- 
chiatric care facilities. 

But state revenue is projected to 
drop significantly in coming years. 

For now, supervisors approved 
using $200,000 of state funding 
to help hospitals deal with mental 
health emergencies and directed 
staff to negotiate term and condi- 
tions. 

An update presentation will be 
given in three months.

dire,” she said. 

The funding at risk in- 
cludes Caltrans funding 
for new projects, which 
Miller said is “pretty sig- 
nificant” given the coun- 
ty’s road improvement 
and maintenance back- 
log. 

Factors motivating the 
request to delay approval 
of the fiscal year 2022- 
2023 budget include 
what County Administra- 
tive Officer Elishia Hayes 
described as a “lack of 
data.” 

There's been talk 
about a potentially “miss- 
ing” $28 million but Mill- 
er said her staff “feels 
pretty strongly that the 
money is not missing, it 
just did not end up on the 
check registers.” 

Paz Dominguez ap- 
peared via a teleconfer- 
encing feed with muffled 
audio. 

She said that the $28 
million question could 
have been answered “if 
there had been an at- 
tempt by the CAO’s office 
to collaborate on this pre- 
sentation with us.” 

She added that if her 
office had been brought 
into discussions on the 
problems, “We would be 
avoiding the situation 
that we’re finding our- 
selves in now.” 

The check tallies that 
are short $28 million 
are “system reports” that 
have been sent to the 
county’s outside auditors 
for years, Paz Dominguez 
continued, and “these re- 
ports never had any prob- 


She suspects a “forced 
hotfix” on accounting 
software caused prob- 
lems. 

Late-coming informa- 
tion and check-clearing 
from the Treasurer-Tax 
Collector’s Office also 
complicates things, she 
continued. 

Paz Dominguez also 
questioned why Coun- 
ty Administrative Office 
staffers are “struggling 
to figure out fund balanc- 
es” when they’re the ones 
that calculate them. 

“So I’m not sure why, 
now, there’s a change, to 
expect something differ- 
ent,” she said. 

Hayes was asked if she 
wanted to address what 
was said. 

“Honestly, I don't 
know if that’s helpful to 
the conversation,” she 
said. “Ultimately, we’ve 
been coming to your 
board and discussing this 
since 2020 and weve 
come to a critical junc- 
tion where it’s impacting 
my office’s ability to make 
prudent and responsible 
financial decisions for 
your board.” 

The crux of it is that 
“we are challenged and 
we are asking for some 
additional time” to cal- 
culate the coming fiscal 
year’s budget, she contin- 
ued. 

Supervisors approved 
a timetable that includes 
adoption of a tentative 
budget on June 28, with 
public hearings on Sept. 
12 and Sept. 27, the final 
budget adoption date.

Doris Rose DeLashmutt 


Aug. 10, 1931 - 


oris Rose DeLashmutt 
Drees “called it cur- 

tains” on Friday, May 20, 
2022 with friends and family sur- 
rounding her. 

Her parents, Filomena and 
Michele Romanini, immigrated 
from Antraccoli, Italy in 1921 and 
made their home in Orick, Cali- 
fornia. She was born on Monday, 
August 10, 1931 in a house that 
once stood directly on the cur- 
rent Orick Fairgrounds. 

The Romanini brood consist- 
ed of six children and she was the 
prized baby of the family. Doris 
was proud to be from Orick and 
every chance she got, she’d tell 
you a story from her charmed 
childhood. 

Some of her favorites include 
the time a bunch of young Orick- 
ians took a makeshift raft out on 
Freshwater Lagoon, not one of 
them could swim and she mar- 
veled that they all survived the 
adventure. 

The one and only time she 
was kicked off a school bus by 
the driver, was for talking; in- 
terestingly the school bus driver 
happened to be her older broth- 
er, Leo. She was left on the side 
of the road, hitchhiked and got a 
ride from a logging truck. 

Doris loved her siblings and

always said she never would 
have learned to ride a bike if it 
wasn’t for her sister Norma’s 
paper route. She had a couple of 
favorite childhood jobs, one was 
as the usherette and soda jerk 
for the first and only movie the- 
ater in Orick and the other was 
working for the Webster house- 
hold, Orick’s unofficial finish- 
ing school, where she proudly 
learned to set a table. 

Doris wasn’t a smoker and it 
wasn’t because she hadn’t given 
it a try; she said she snuck a few 
when she was little but “it never 
stuck”. 

She graduated from Arcata 
High in 1949 and was a jock be- 
fore it was fashionable. Of note 
she was the president of the Girls’ 
League and helped with the an- 
nual Hi-Jinx (let your imagina- 
tion figure that one out). 

Doris graduated from Hum- 
boldt State College with a teach- 
ing credential in the days when 
female teachers would get fired if 
they went to a bar and certainly 
couldn’t be pregnant and keep 
their jobs. She began her teach- 
ing career at her alma mater in 
1954, becoming Orick’s first P. E. 
Coach. She finished her career 
at Pacific Union in Arcata. Mom 
was a favorite for many students 


and to this day former 2nd grad- 
ers stop to say hello. 

She met her husband, Wade J. 
DeLashmutt in Orick at a dance, 
got married on July 3, 1955 in 
Orick and the rest is history. 
They had three children. 

In 1972, she was diagnosed 
with Rheumatoid Arthritis and 
her life dramatically changed. 
From that point on, she never 
worked outside of home. There 
are very few times her children 
can remember her complaining 
of the pain. She was the carpool 
queen before “carpooling” was a 
thing. 

She babysat countless kids 
that were sick when their parents 
couldn’t stay home to take care of 
them. She was known for helping 
out her elderly friends, some- 
times driving them to the grocery 
store or taking them to doctor’s 
appointments. She also had a 
way with rascally youth, one such 
rascal still affectionately refers to 
her as “Mahzie”. 

If you stopped by the 
DeLashmutt house on any given 
day, there would be a wheel of 
dry jack cheese sitting out wait- 
ing to be grated. Doris was the 
poster child for Ma Bell. She was 
on the phone non-stop calling 
old and new friends alike every 
day and her family would joke 
that if the phone didn’t ring for 
five minutes, it must have been 
off the hook. One of her niec- 
es was impressed with her open 


mindedness around religion and 
politics. 

She came to life when her older 
sisters, Rita and Norma, stopped 
by to visit. They would sit around 
the table into the wee hours and 
the conversation was exclusively 
in Italian, the language that tied 
them to their Italian roots. To this 
day the smell of chopped parsley, 
onions and celery will transport 
her children to a moment in time 
when Zia Bruna and Zio Picchi 
would come to the house for an 
all day production that ended in 
enough spaghetti sauce to feed 
an army. 

In her final days, she said she 
thought she’d have more time on 
this planet. Well, for a 90 year- 
old who spent her whole life in 
beautiful Humboldt County, she 
lived a good, full life; may we all 
be so lucky. 

She is preceded in death by 
her parents, Filomena and Mi- 


chele Romanini; siblings, Robert 
(Uncle Pete), Rita, Joe, Leo, and 
Norma. 

She is survived by daughter, 
Lori Vogt and son-in-law, Ran- 
dy Vogt; son, Wade DeLashmutt 
Jr. and daughter-in-law, Sabri- 
na DeLashmutt; daughter, Dina 
Macdonald and son-in-law, Rog- 
er Macdonald and granddaugh- 
ters Patricia and Sabrina Mac- 
donald.

Candidates | Addressing range of issues

The candidates were asked how the coun- 
cil can support the business community. 
White said it starts with asking them what 
they need. She also mentioned the pending 
Community Ambassador program as an op- 
portunity for the unhoused to join in and as- 
sist with solutions. 

Panta said Cal Poly Humboldt’s abundant 
business resources can be tapped in part- 
nership with the city. He called for a “com- 
prehensive plan to work together” to solve 
homelessness. 

Rosen said it starts with reaching out to 
business owners and understanding their 
perspectives to guide formation of “cohesive 
partnerships with the businesses and other 
organizations to support.” 

As to whether Arcata Police has the re- 
sources to deal with the expected increase in 
the Cal Poly student population, Rosen said 
APD needs more support staff and resourc- 
es “to flow through and support the influx 
of growth coming in to Cal Poly.” White said 
the key isn’t necessarily a bigger police de- 
partment, but that more training and a cit- 
izen oversight review committee would be 
helpful. Panta said the department can op- 
timize its resources and build string partner- 
ships with both area law enforcement agen- 
cies and the community. 

To preserve the environment, White said, 
greenspace, trails, open space, ag lands and 
forests are a priority. Infill, she said, will help 
protect natural areas from development. 

Rosen the city should take “every step pos- 
sible to preserve and protect the natural envi- 
ronment and the natural splendor of Arcata.” 

Panta said Arcata lacks a “comprehen- 
sive, long-term vision and mission for long- 
term, sustainable city planning” and that 
programs, policies and procedures should be 
implemented toward that end. 

Panta said the Old Arcata Road renewal 
project is “A great project” and that the city 
needs more like it. 

White, a planning commissioner, said the 
project has official support but that it will 
soon come before Humboldt LAFCo, the Lo- 
cal Agency Formation Commission. 

Rosen, an Old Arcata Road resident, sup- 
ports the project for its safety benefits. 

Rosen said she approaches houselessness 
with compassion, and that “robust support 
systems” must be in place to address the 
needs of the homeless in partnership with 
other communities. Panta said a “compre- 
hensive plan” involving regional, state and 
federal resources is needed. White noted 
the pending Project Homekey and the Safe 
Parking program will help, but that “we need 
to step up our game” and “get creative” with 
ADUs and restoration of older buildings. 

Sea level rise, White said, is being ad- 
dressed by “measured retreat” in the General 
Plan. She noted concern about it imperiling 
the Wastewater Treatment Plan, and is con- 
cerned that climate change will dispropor- 
tionately impact the poor. 

Panta said a “long-term vision and plan,” 
currently lacking, is needed to address sea 
level rise, backed by federal aid. 

Rosen said “our actions need to be priori- 
tized; they need to be urgent.” 

As to their qualifications, Rosen noted 
her MBA from Cal Poly Humboldt, her 


experience in government, as a business 
owner and employee. “I have keen busi- 
ness acumen, I have a sincere, genuine na- 
ture, I have an incredible analytical mind 
and an open heart,” Rosen said. 

White said she is a 30-year resident with 
a sociology master’s degree from Cal Poly 
Humboldt, her service on the Planning 
Commission, her community organizing 
and advocacy. “I have a heart for public 
service,” she said. “I’m in the community, 
I’m ready to listen.” 

Panta said he carries a range of skills 
not now present on the council, stemming 
from his Ph.D in finance and real estate, 
and his education, government, corporate 
experience. “Combining all these qualifi- 
cations and expertise, I can bring a lot of 
things to the table,” he said. Compound- 
ing these qualities, he said, are his honesty 
and that he is “not a politician.” 

White advocates for health care for all, 
and, with Cal Poly Humboldt’s expansion, 
for boosting area health care personnel 
and the housing they will need. 

Rosen said “the focus needs to be on at- 
tracting and retaining the health care pro- 
viders by way of robust support systems” 
and local placement of CPH graduates. 

Panta said medical personnel must be 
increased by “making this place more sus- 
tainable for all kinds of people,” with im- 
provements in facilities and schools. 

The expansion of Cal Poly Humboldt, 
Panta said, requires more housing and bet- 
ter policing, with resource constraints over- 
come by partnerships and cooperation. 

White said infrastructure, including 
housing, medical resources, better trained 
police, firefighters and wastewater treat- 
ment and more will be needed, including 
deeper partnerships with CPH. 

Rosen said more preparation is needed to 
address the CPH growth, including “robust 
support systems” and affordable housing. 

Asked whether they support buildings 
taller than four stories, as proposed in the 
Gateway Area Plan (GAP), Panta said he 
does support taller buildings so as to pro- 
vide more housing capacity. 

Rosen said she doesn't support build- 
ing taller than four stories, and that any 
proposed developments must be “cohesive 
with the aesthetics of our town as well as 
sound engineering.” She cited seismic and 
sea level concerns as reasons to “stick to 
four stories max.” 

Citing doubtful infrastructure readi- 
ness, White said she doesn't support al- 
lowing structures taller than four stories. 
“T think it’s most important we ask the 
people what they want,” she said, noting 
lack of support for taller buildings. 

Rosen said the Gateway Area Plan needs 
more contingency planning, considering 
risks and consequences on many levels. 

White said the GAP will deeply affect 
Arcata, and must be deliberative and in- 
clusive, and avoid divisiveness. 

Panta supports the GAP, but said care 
must be taken to address concerns and 
craft a long-term vision. 

All of the candidates endorsed improve- 
ments in public transportation and alter- 
native transportation infrastructure.

Each year, 
NCAIED, the longest stand- 
ing and largest American In- 
dian business and economic 
development organization 
in Indian Country, honors 
outstanding individuals and 
companies for their contri- 
butions to economic parity 
and the betterment of Indian 
communities. This year, the 
summit’s theme is, “Be the 
Change.” 

“It is an honor and a priv- 
ilege to receive recognition 
from such a prestigious organi- 
zation,” said MRB CEO Cooley. 

During the summit, Ms. 
Cooley delivered her ac- 
ceptance speech, “I want to 
thank the National Center 
for American Indian Enter- 
prise Development for serv- 
ing Indian Country for over 
50 years as the largest Amer- 
ican Indian specific business 
organization—one helping 
Indian Country reach eco- 
nomic goals that support our 
sovereignty.

Year Award was 
awarded to United 
States Secretary of 
the Interior, Deb 
Haaland, the first 
Native Secretary 
of the Interior and 
the first-ever Native 
Cabinet Secretary. 
Selected for their 
accomplishments, 
the Tim Wapa- 
to award high- 
lights leaders who 
demonstrate strong 
advocacy for Amer- 
ica’s first peoples. 
“Currently, we 
are still battling 
stigmas, suppres- 
sion, and tokenism. 
Creating the change 
we need and reach- 
ing outside of Indi- 
an Country is im- 
perative to change 
our reality. The 
leaders of business, 
mainstream organizations, 
and megalithic chain stores 
and franchises need to stand 
with us and create space for 
us tell our own story. Mad 
River Brewery has emerged 
as a leader in the craft beer 
industry and beyond by forg- 
ing creative partnerships, 
and also through grit and 
determination. In  decid- 
ing to tell parts of our story 
through our product labels, 
we are demanding room to 
create our own category.” 
Cooley continued, “I want 
to thank the Yurok Tribe and 
Yurok People, for taking our 
struggles and turning them 
into mobilization, all while 
maintaining the balance of 
love and respect. Life along 
the Klamath River—battling 
for water for our salmon— 
reached the tipping point 
and triggered a call to action 
in the face of a critical ab- 
sence of recognition and out- 
right opposition. By carving 
a new path and creating Un- 
dammed, a product named 
for the soon-to-be-realized 
largest dam removal and riv- 
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er restoration project in U.S. 
history; by joining together 
with incredible partners like 
the San Francisco Giants, the 
reach of this story and mes- 
sage stretches further, open- 
ing doors and creating op- 
portunities across the board 
for Indian Country.” 

Earlier this year, the Mad 
River Brewing Company 
formed an historic partner- 
ship with the San Francis- 
co Giants baseball team. At 
every home game, Giants 
fans are treated to the brew- 
erys best-quality ales and 
seltzers. In early 2021, Mad 
River Brewery launched Un- 
dammed, the brewery’s line 
of small-batch brewed craft 
hard seltzers. A tribute to 
the efforts of the Yurok Tribe 
in undamming the Klam- 
ath River, the largest dam 
removal in U.S. history, the 
line features cucumber and 
huckleberry flavors. 

In similar fashion, since 
the purchase of the brewery 
by the Tribe in late 2019, 
just before the pandemic, 
the brewery has released 
new products with a pur- 


pose, including Historic 
State Park IPA which is 
named for an historic 
partnership between 
the Tribe and the Cali- 
fornia State Parks who 
entered a joint agree- 
ment to co-manage the 
visitor center at Hum- 
boldt Lagoons State 
Park, which falls within 
Yurok ancestral terri- 
tory. Just like in 1989 
when the dedication to 
craft began at Mad Riv- 
er Brewery, the brewery 
is making a splash in 
the craft beer industry, 
with exceptional craft 
brews and meaningful 
partnerships. 

In February, the 
brewery announced a 
first-of-its-kind _ part- 
nership with the be- 
loved San _ Francisco 
Giants, marking the 
first partnership in the 
MLB with a tribal brewery. 
Additionally, during opening 
weekend at the Giants’ Ora- 
cle Park, Cooley was asked 
to throw out the first pitch 
at game 2, marking the first 
time a Yurok Citizen has 
done so. The array of accom- 
plishments serves as a sym- 
bol of inspiration despite ob- 
stacles and setbacks of every 
kind for others in the grind, 
working towards a more eq- 
uitable future, where their 
own stories are shared. 

Cooley finished her speech 
with encouragement to at- 
tendees, “Focusing on in- 
ter-tribal commerce, commit- 
ting to supporting each other, 
doing the work and collabo- 
rating to be the change and be 
the example is the advocacy 
we now need. I am immense- 
ly grateful for those who have 
helped us along the way and 
excited to see what is to come, 
with future plans and with 
our future partners. For every 
Indigenous person out there 
that feels invisible, we will be 
that change. We see you, and 
we won't stop.”

6,000 more students 

Cal Poly Humboldt Pro- 
fessor Dale Oliver told the 
McKMAC that enrollment 
in fall 2022 is expected to be 
about 5,874 students. That 
will jump to 9,064 by fall of 
2025 and ultimately reach 
about 12,132 in fall of 2030. 

“That’s a lot more stu- 
dents,” Oliver said. 

While Arcata will see the 
greatest impact from new 
students, McKinleyville and 
Eureka may also play an in- 
creasing role in providing 
student housing, Oliver said. 

Along with a growing stu- 
dent body, Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt may also see the ad- 
dition of 100 to 150 more 
faculty. Theyll move the 
Humboldt and will need 
housing. 

“T think McKinleyville is 
an attractive community for 
new faculty and staff,” Oliver 
said. 

Oliver noted that growth 
in Humboldt will come from 
not just Cal Poly Humboldt, 
but also new industries, cli- 
mate refugees and remote 
workers. 

Indianola housing 

Last week, a_ self-de- 
scribed “survey research 
company” called QMR made 
calls and sent text messages 
to some Humboldt residents 
to get their thoughts about 
building student housing 
east of the U.S. Highway 101 
Indianola Cutoff at Walker 
Point Road between Arcata 
and Eureka. 

The survey describes the 


project as providing hous- 
ing for approximately 800 
Cal Poly students, with 500 
multi-family units, none 
more than three stories tall. 
It would include on-site 
amenities such as a market 
and laundry. There would 
be a roundabout and a new 
transit stop. 

The survey states that 
about 10 acres of young red- 
woods, under 10 years old, 
would need to be harvested 
to build the housing. 

The Union sent an email 
to a Cal Poly Humboldt 
spokesperson inquiring 
whether this was a univer- 
sity project, but did not re- 
ceive a response before go- 
ing to press. 

Craftsman Mall 

One of Cal Poly’s more 
well-known projects is the 
development of the Crafts- 
man Mall into student hous- 
ing with 800 beds and 350 
parking spaces. The $150 
million project, located at 
2715 St. Louis Rd. in Arcata, 
is scheduled to be completed 
by December 2024. 

Campus Apartments 

Oliver said that Cal Poly 
Humboldt has acquired 
Campus Apartments, which 
was previously a_private- 
ly owned student housing 
complex located south of the 
library on campus. 

The university plans to 
demolish the complex and 
build a new one with 600 
to 700 beds and a 650-stall 
parking structure, according 
to the Cal Poly website. 

The university intends to 
begin the $110 million proj- 
ect in 2026 and complete it 


in 2028. 
Fairwinds Motel 

Northtown’s — Fairwinds 
Motel has been fenced off, 
pending reconstruction. 
“Housing is a top priority 
for the University and as we 
plan for growing enrollment, 
we're focused on finding cre- 
ative solutions that make 
the most sense for students, 
the local community and the 
University,” said Mike Fish- 
er, associate vice president 
for Facilities Management. 
“The Fairwinds Motel opens 
up new possibilities that 
we're just beginning to ex- 
plore with its new owners.” 

Library Circle 

A giant 200,000-gross 
square-feet structure is 
planned at the northwest 
corner of L.K. Wood Boule- 
vard and the Library Circle. 
A schematic posted on the 
Cal Poly website shows that 
the building has “five floors,” 
which suggests that it may 
be a five-story-tall building. 

“The building will con- 
tain a new health center and 
expanded dining services 
with 650-bed residential 
complexes above,” states 
the Cal Poly website. “The 
project will also construct a 
new parking structure locat- 
ed north of the project along 
Granite Ave.” 

The project has budget of 
$175 million with an open- 
ing date of August 2026. 

Learning Building 

More housing will be 
provided in conjunction 
with what the Cal Poly web- 
site calls the “Engineering 
& Technology— Learning 
Community Building.” 

“A new 90,000 square- 
foot building and adjacent 
250-bed residence _ build- 
ing located on the campus 
events field,” states the Cal 
Poly website. “It will include 
academic departments, 
lecture halls, labs, offices, 
student space, communal 
space, conference space, and 
other student experience 
space. Total project budget 
$135 million, planned open- 
ing August, 2025.”
